CONVICTION GLASS. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED’ M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July | 25.—Asst. 
1 st.-Atty. Francis J. Heney began his 
opening argument to the jury’ a few 
minutes after 2 o'clock. The auditorium 
of ths Temple was well flied with 
spectators, many of them women.

Mr. Heney, in a quiet and conversa- 
tional way, explained to the jury that 
the tion never expected to 
that the alleged bribe of $5000 
for the vote of Supervisor Charles 
Boxton against an ordinance granting 
a@ competitive franchise to the Home 
Telephone Company was paid to Box- 
ton by Glass, but he said the jury was 
to determine whether the prosecution 
had proved that Glass authorized Hal- 
sey to pay the money. In which case 
Glass, under the law. was just as 
gulity of the crime of bribery as if 
he had actually paid over the bribe. 

Adverting to the defection of Second 
Vice-President Zimmer of the Pacific 
States Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany (now in jail for contempt tn re- 
fusing to testify against Glass.) Heney 
teid the jury that if such acts of indi- 
vidual obstruction of justice were to be 
permitted to save corporation officials 
like Louis Glass from punishment for 
their crimes of corruption, if such tricks 
Were to extort from an American jury 
verdicts of acquittal, then men might. 
‘with impunity go forth and commit 
cold-blooded murder in the streets and 
escape the gallows by the simple re- 
fusal of a witness to testify to their 


guilt. 
* ‘The testimony of Zimmer. said 
hieney, was necessary to the u- 


tien to prove. as it alone could prove. 
that the $50,000 worth of checks by 
which was secured the moncy to bribe 
the Supervisors were drawn by Zim- 
mer by direction of Glass and turned 
over to Halsey through Zimmer by the 
fame direction. and when Zimmer 
Was “persuaded” to g0 back on his 
grand jury testimony and refused to 
repeat it as evidence in court, the 
prosecution was designediy robbed of 
its most valuable individual witness. 

Heney charged that the “pulling 
down” of Zimmer was the direct and 
criminal work of the defendant Glass. 
lie charged that Treasurer Kennedy 
of the Pacific States company delib- 
erately perjured himself at the behest 
of Glass when, upon being recalled to 
the stand, he changed his testimony in 
a@ vital point as to the month in which 
those were drawn. 

“You, gentiemen of the jury, ae rea- 
sonable men, cannot come to any other 
conclusion than that the witness Ken- 
nedy was prostituted and corrupt by 
the defendant Giasa. 

Continging. Mr. Heney asked: 

“Did Boxton get this money from 
Halsey for the purpose of influencing 
bis vote? That is thoroughly demon- 
strated by the é¢vidence. We review 
the evidence to show that Glass is re- 
Bponsible for the bribery. 

REVIEW OF EVIDENCE. 

“In June, 1995, the Home Telephone 
Company came into San Franciscy 
with an application for a franchise. 
When an application i* made for «a 
franchise. it must be advertised for 
sale to the highest bidder. Mr. Pilis- 
bury. aft a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Pacific company, has 
testified that he hed urged that they 
must improve the service in order to 
prevent competition. That was the 
situation in June, 199%. The Pectific at

BOISE (Idaho) July 2%—The case 
of the State of Idaho against William 
D. Haywood, charged with the murder 
of Frank Steunenberg, a former Gov- 
@rnor of the State, will rest with 
judge and jury by tomorrow night. 
Clarence .Darrow, after speaking for 
eleven hours, concluded the final plea 
for Haywood's life at 4:20 p..m, and 
at o’olock this evening Untted 
Stetes Senator Borah opened the clos- 
ing argument for the prosecution. He 
will speak for three sersions, or about | 
Seven hours. Judge Fremont Wood 
will instruct and charge the jury on 
Baturiay morning. 

At least 1009 people were unable ‘o 
find seats in the courtroom tonight. 
Two hours before the hour set for the 
third session of the day, crowds becan 
to arrive and within half an hour, the 
Goors were closed to all but court of- 
ficiails and newspaper men. 

BORAH’'S FRIENDS. 

It was an audience composed almost 
entirely of Boise people gathered to 
hear the speech of the young man who 
recently was clected by the people of 
Idaho to represent them in the United 
States Senate, and has been the as- 
@ociate counsel for the prosecution 
fim the case against Haywood. 

Aside from the accustomed crowd in* 
the courtroom, and the large number 
of women present, the scene was much 
as it has been at each of the sessions 
@uring the last eleven weeks. Mrs. 
Steunenberg, the widow of the mur- 
dered Governor, appeared in the court- 
room for the first time since the trial 
opened. She occupied a seat inside the 
—€- beside her youngest son, Ju- 


n. 

Gov. Gooding, with a number of the 
executive staff and large represent: - 
tion of the State judiciary and bar. 
were among the audience. Haywood 
was surrounded by seven of his coun- 
sel, and his wife, in her invalid chair, 
Was, as usual, by his side. 

At the prosecution's ‘able, 
Senator Borah rose to speak, were 
seated two of the assistant counsel, 
but James H. Hawley, leading counsel 
for the State, was hot in his place, 
owing to serious illness. 

SPEECH IS SENSATION. 

Senator Borah's spech was a sensa- 
tion. From time to time he — on 
sounsel for the defense, fierce de- 
munciation povring from his lips, and 
at times brought protest from Rich- 
ardson and Darrow; but with blazing 
eyes and hot words he silenced every 
effort to break the torrent of words. 

The climax was reached when,’ in 
behalf of the State of Idaho, its peo- 
pie, its Governor and himself, he dis- 
claimed all intention or desire to give 
immunity to Orchard. 

Finally, his face pale and quivering 
with emotion, the Senator raised his 
arm and said: 

“If I. should ever foin in or give ap- 

val to immunity to this man I 
pe the great God may wither my 
right arm to the socket.”

SIMPKINS RAN AWAY. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

BOISE (Idaho) July 25.—In resuming 
his address to the Haywood jury this 
morning, Clarence Darrow of Chicago, 
took up a defense of Jack Simpkins's 
flight after thr arrest of Harry Or- 
chard. Mr. Darrow's voice was very 
hoarse, the result of his five hours 
and forty minutes of speaking yester- 
Gay and he spoke today only with the 
greatest of effort. 

“They ask us why Jack Simpkins is 
mot here,” said Mr. Darrow, “and I 
will tell you. The teason he is not 
here is that he is afraid to be here. 
I don’t propose to go around the qués- 
tion and give any fantastic reasons. 
He is afraid: that’s the reason. Haw- 
ley tells you that Simpkins’s flight 
proves that he is guilty. With that 
statement I take serious issue. If the 
fact that Simpkins ran away proves 
he is guilty, then by the same token 
the fact that Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone did not run away proves that 
they are innocent. One is just as true 
as the other, but neither is true. I 
used to think I could tell whether a 
man was guilty or not by the way he 
long Ago. 
Some of the gulitiest men I ever knew 
have acted in the most calm and inno- 
cent manner while many an innocent 
man has had to take refuge from the 
mob.

is innocent or not. Is there any 
way I can tell and be honest with 
this jury? I haven't seen him after 
he ran. away.

REASON FOR HATRED. 
“Simpkins had reason to harbor 
hatred against Steunenberg. Orchard 
had reason, either rightly or wrongly 
to harbor hatred against Steunenberg. 
Simpkins and Orcharg had been : to- 
gether in Spokane for a month before 
they went to Caldwell. If Jack Stinp-

eighteen months ago. Men's passions 
cool, their feelings subside and they 


jook at things more calmly and fairly. 
You know these defendants are hav- 
ing a fairer trial teday than they 
could have had twelve months ago. It 
is natural that they should. A year 
hence I venture to say that every man 
not hanged can get a fair trial in 
Boise.”’ 


Mr. Darrow here went Into a lengthy 
discussion as to why the defense had 
not put up Steve Adams and George 
A. Pettibone on the stand. He de- 
manded to know why the State had 
not put K. C. Sterling, the detective 
m “She Mine Owners Association on 
the stand. Adams, the attorney ex- 
plained, is on trial for the murder of 
aman in Northern Idaho. Under 
these circumstances, Darrow said, he 
would rather cut off his right arm than 
allow Adams to take the stand, much 
as he desired the acquittal of Hay- 
wood. As to Pettibone, Darrow said 
the circumstances were much the 
same. He is te be tried for his life 
for the murder of Gov. Steunenbersg. 

The reason the defense put Moyer 
on the stand while he too, is awaiting 
trial, Mr. Darrow said, is that there 
is no evidence of any sort for Moyer 
to explain. He expressed the belief 
that Moyer never would be tried, for 
he did not believe that the prosecu- 
tion was even so foolish as to dare 
to put a man on trial on such flimsy 
evidence as could be entered against 
Moyer. 

Mr. Darrow picked out the = story 
told by Orchard as the plans for kid- 
naping August Paulsen's child. 

CRIPPLE CREEK WAR. 

Then plunging vigorously into the 
Cripple Creek troubles, Mr. Darrow 
deciared that “When some day the 
people get the right angle on his case 
and look back at the Colorado labor 
troubles they will have read one of 
the most important and pregnant chap- 
ters In the history of the United 
States. 

“Talk about law and order,” he ex- 
claimed; -“‘nowhere in all the world has 
order been trampled in the dust as it 
was at Cripple Creek by the Mine 
Owners’ Association and their cohorts, 
the respectables, merchants, bankers 
and the like, and the disreputables, the 
‘gun men.’ 

Mr. Darrow eulogized all the wit- 
nesses introduced by the defense. He 
said they had all been called murder- 
ers, perjurers and assassins by Haw- 
ley, but they were all brave men, not 
sneaking craven cowards who would 


tle a bomb to a man’s front door and | vary 


sneak off into the darkness. No; they 
stood in the open and fought fairly 
wen they did fight. 

Before passing from the Colorado 
troubles, in which the federation was 
involved, Attorney Darrow accused 
Gov. Peabody of trying to murder 
Moyer, Gen. Sherman Bell of having 
tried to assassinate him, and the 
Mine Owners’ Association of having 
had him arrested on false charges. 
As opportunity offered, the attorney 
continued to inveigh against the news- 
papers and “the capitalistic class.” 

At 4:05 o'clock, after havi spoken 
all together for nearly eleven hours, 
Darrow reached the peroration. 

“IT lack the voice and strength,” he 
said, “to discuss with you the many 
things I would like to call to your at- 
tention.” 

He paid a tribute to Senator Borah 
as the able counse! who would follow 
and plead for law and order and speak 
of the flag and the country. 

ONLY ORCHARD. 
. “But I tell you, gentlemen, that 
there is nothing in this case but Or- 
chard. I am confident that you will 
fell so, and that in this confidence, I 
leave the case with you, and may 
peace be with you.” 

Eloquently Darrow appealed for 
mercy and justice. He said he had 
known Haywood for years, and that 
the day of his conviction would be a 
sad day for him. The sun wouldn't 
shine and the birds would not sing. 

“But it is not for Bill Haywood I 
plead,”” he cried, “or for his widow 
end his orphans. If he dies, 10,000 men 
who work in the mines will send their 
mite to support the widow and the 
little ones, and a million people their 
message of sympathy. 

“I don't plead for Haywood. Don't 


Haywood you will kill the labor move- 
ment of the world or the hopes and 
aspirations of the poor. Haywood can 
die, if die he must, but there are oth- 
ers who will live If he dies, and they 
will come to take his place and carry 


the banner which he lets fall. He 
worked for the poor, the weak, and 
the weary. 


WHOLE WORLD WATCHING. 

“The eyes of the world are on you 
twelve men of Idaho tonight, and wher- 
ever the English tongue is spoken, 
and throughout the civilized world 
they are wondering about your ver- 
dict. If your decreé is death, the 
spiders and the vultures of Wall 
street will send up praise, and wher- 
ever men live who hate Haywood be- 
cause he works for the poor, you will 
receive your — of praise. 

“But if you uit this man there 
are millions of men—out on the broad 
prairies, on the wide ocean, in the 
factories and mills and down deep in 
the earth-—there are women and chil- 
dren who will pray for you. These 
men, women and children stand here 
tonight with me stretching out their 
hands and imploring God to guide 
your judgment and imploring you to 
save Haywood.” 

Mr. Darrow finished abruptly, and 
as he walked to the table plainiy 
showed his emotion, and many women 
in the audience were in tears. Court 
immediately adjourned until 7 p.m., 
when Senator Borah commenced his 
final argument for the State. 

“Tl am aware,” said Senator Borah, 
“that I am in this case as a special 
prosecutor. The learned counsel on the 
other side has impressed this fact upon 
you. But let me say that the State 
Which does not protect ite citizens or 


punish wrongdoers will soon lose the 

respect of its people, and have no 

standing in our civilization.

denatured alcohol regulations have 
been issued by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. 


Under the new regulations, in addi- 
tion to denatured warehouses on dis- 
tillery premises, central denaturing 
warehouses may be constructed at 
such points as business interests may 
require, and aicohol may be _ trans- 
ferred from denaturing warehouses by 
means of tanks or tank cars to con- 
summers. 

Manufacturers using completely de- 
natured alcohol are not required to 
gswear to application for a permit, and 
a@ permit when secured continues in 
foree until revoked, and retail dealers 
in denatured alcoho! are not required 
to keep record of any kind.

of Tax on Rooms, Is Cause of Griev- 
ance—Complaint of Tinkering With 
Fire Escape Regulations. 


In order to protect themselves 
against hostile city ordinances and to 
come into closer relationship one with 
another, the builders and large prop- 
erty owners ~* the eclty are to form 
an org? nization with permanent quar- 
ters.

SAY IT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

It was the stated opinion of the gen- 
tlemen present that the city ordinance 
fixing a special tax of $1 a year for 
each office room and $3 a year for each 
storeroom is unconstitutional After 
being allowed to lie dormant, the ordi- 
nance referred to has been brought te 
light and the city is prepared to take 
measures to collect not only the last 
year's tax but for the two or three 
years previous, when no effort was 
made to enforce the ordinance. 

Several speakers criticized the atti- 
tude of certain city officials In endeav- 
oring to collect on what they were 
declared to have known was a dead 
letter law. Following a discussion of 
the best methods to be taken for self- 
protection, a motion was carried that 
a committee be appointed to make Mm.

FERGUSON. 


NEBRASKA NEWSPAPER GIVES 
.CAREFUL REVIEW. 


Charges Against Former Los An- 
geles Pastor the Sensation of the 
Hour in Lincoin—Dr. Ferguson At- 
tributes Them to Insane Jealousy. 
Details of the Trial. 


; {From Nebraska State Journal) 


The ins estigation of charges against 
Rév. Dr. Wilbert Ferguson of the First 


Methodist Church of Lincoln, Neb.,' 
was concluded early yesterday morn-| 
ing with a finding that he should be 


suspended until tried by the conte. 


jury indictment, the main trial to be 


id when the conference meets with | 
Trinity Church in Lincoln in Septem-| 


ber. Until that trial is over Dr. Fer- 
guzon will remain in Nebraska but 
wil uot preach. 

The case has caused tremendous ex- 
citement in University Place and the 
pebple are ranging themselves on both 
sides. Some are inclined to criticise 
thé newspapers for not making more 
of ‘the sensational features of the case 
not printing all of, the gossip that 
hab been in circulation for the past 
thtee weeks. This gossip has been 
largely based upon the confession of 
Mrs. Cross implicating her pastor. 

| DETAILS OF THE TRIAL. 

The evidence was concluded about 10 
o'clock Wednesday night, the pastor 
himeelf being the last witness. Dr. 

George W. Isham made the opening ad- 
dréss for the prosecution setting forth 
thd gravity of the charge, all the more 
serious because of the prominence of 
the minister and the spiritual profes- 
sioh of the woman. He was followed 
by the pastor's brother, Dr. John C. 
Fefguson, a member of the New Eng- 
lari conference, but for several years 
prominent in the diplomatic education- 
al ‘and commercial affairs of the 
chiirch. He laid large stress upon the 
motive of Mrs. Cross in her confession. 
of scandal, that it was not ma from 
the impulse of a new Christian expéri- 
ence but according to her own testi- 
mohy on the stand from hearing a ru- 
mot that Dr Ferguson was giving at- 
tention to another woman whom he 
might marry. This address was fol- 
lowed by brief addresses by Rev. P. 
C. Johnson and Rev. J. Gallagher, as- 
sistant counsel for the defense seeking 
to show contradiction in the testimony 
and. the importance of giving the ac- 
cuséd the benefit of doubt. The clos- 
ing address was made by Chancellor 
Huntington In behgif of the prosecu- 
tion, The chancellor spoke in the 
highest terms of the minister's general 
efficiency and wide influence and how 
such men under special temptation 
might fall. After two hours given to 
the Argumerits the committee went into 
secret sestion to discuss and ballot. It 
is réported that these seven men could 
not -agree on any specifications and 
every time split their vote. All 
finally agreed that the minister should 
be Held for trial at the conference ses- 
sion. In this city in September. This 
actia@n does not expel him from the 
minfetry but suspends him from ac- 
tivity in his present appointment un- 
til a formal trial can be given. 
THE CHARGES. 

Originally there were three charges 
but junder the rulings of Dr. Wright, 
the presiding officer, after frequent ex- 
ceptions by Dr. John CC.

Dr. Ferguson was on the 
stand less than two hours, giving a 
positive denial to every allegation, 
conféssing he had been friendly as a 
boarder in the Cross family but main- 
tainihe that courtesies had been mis- 
undefstooi. His special contention 
was thet the “rage of jealousy” made 
him a& victim after he had folled her 
attempt to entrap him by telling her 
husband at once all her schemes. 

ra. Cross was on the stand over 
five ‘hours. She was under great 
mental anguish at first and needed the 
atten@ance of another woman. When 
she tad grown easy in court her tes- 
timory was clearer and fuller until 
finally under the cross-examination of 
the counsel for the defense her vigor 
reaseérted itself in the statement “Ever 
since I heard a rumor that Dr. Ferru- 
son loves another woman I have Je- 
spised him.” This was one of the most 
sensational moments in the trial. Her 
story was given in great detail and the 
time and circumstances of the several 
confeasions of guilt to different men 
and women.

The plaintiffs understood from the 
decision rendered in the sewer awit 
decided last week that they had ac- 
tions for damage, if the matter were 
properly presented before the court, 
and it could be proven that their prop- 
erty had been damaged by reason of 
the nuisance complained of. In that 
sult the court made an order requir- 

the abatement of the nuisance 
within ten days. The court at that 
time did not order the Santa Monica 
sewage cut off, it being held that in 
that particular the matter had! not 
been properly presented to the court 
for a decision covering that point. The 
new injunction suit expects to cover 
the point untouched in the recent sult, 
while the new actions for damages 
seek to recover for the injuries sus- 
tained.
